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backing substrate, in combination with the other claimed elements." Thus, the 
Examiner stated that claims "10 and 12-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in [the] Office action and 
to include all cf the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims." 

As a result of the statements by the Examiner, independent claims 1 and 22 
have been amended to include, among other things, the limitation of a flexible strap 
having at least one aperture. Likewise, independent claim 1 7 requires, among other 
things, at least one bracket overlaying one or more of the housing and the wiring 
device, and attached to the backing substrate. Furthermore, independent claim 27 
requires, among other things, at least one bracket overlaying and affixed to at least one 
of the sensor housing and the wiring device and the backing substrate. 

Accordingly, all claims are believed by the Applicant to be in condition for 
allowance.
